SCHOOL REPORT 


To Tue INHABITANTS OF THE ScHooL DistTRicr or SUNAPER: 


In accordance with the vote of the district authorizing the 
school board, if it seemed expedient, to unite with other towns in 
procuring a superintendent of schools, we united in a search for a 
superintendent with Newport and New London who last spring 
also passed a similar vote. 

This search resulted in the selection of Mr. Frank S. Sutcliffe, 
then superintendent of schools of Arlington Mass., as our superin- 
tendent; one- half of his time to be spent in Newport, two-tenths 
in New London and the remaining three-tenths in Sunapee; one- 
half of his salary is paid by the state, the other half is divided in 
the same proportion as his time. 

Mr. Sutcliffe is a man of much educational experience and: 
large ability, well versed in the methods needed to carry out the 
modern lines of education. His work has given new inspiration 
to scholars and teachers 

His report of the schools is herewith annexed.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To Tuer HonoraB_eE ScHoou Boarp OF SUNAPEE: 


In making the first report of a Superintendent to you and 
through you to the citizens of the Town, it seems best to pass over 
the usual statistical tables, as any report upon those subjects could 
only be spoken of since September of 1905, and would therefore 
be only partial. There are other and more important matters to 
which I wish to call your attention. , 


You are aware of the adoption of a course of study alike for 
all grades in the town, which has been previously tested for years 
and proven within the ability of the pupils in the various grades 
and which when faithfully followed has fitted the pupils to satis- 
factorily pass examinations for the higher institutions of learning 
that meet the modern requirements of advanced education. I have 
recently spoken to a large and representative gathering of your 
people upon the fundamental elements of this course, namely: the 
unification of work, the thoroughness required and the facility 
and accuracy in the ordinary forms of business life. It seems un- 
necessary to recapitulate those reasons here. It is sufficient to say 
that the teachers are fulfilling the requirements in regard to the 
teaching of physiology and in the elementary branches, that not 
vnly has a great advance been made but pupils moving from one 
district to another can take up the work of the grade in the new 
school without loss of time and effort. In those districts, where a 
sufficient number of pupils warrant the expense of a school for the 
smaller children should continue to be maintained. It would be 
a manifest advantage, however, in the case of afew pupils if ar- 
rangements could be made, to have the advantage of the training 
in the higher grades of the centre school. The advantage that 
comes from the generous rivalry among the members of larger 
classes and the increased education from mingling with pupils 
from a larger area would be a distinct gain.

On account of family bereavement the school in South Suna- 
pee has suffered a loss owing to the change of teachers and the 
temporary illness of the present teacher has caused the closing of 
that school for a short time. A longer term in the spring will give, 
however, equal advantages to the pupils of that section. To accom- 
modate the young children in District No.6 a school for eight 
weeks has been maintained. 


The progress of the school children in District No. 7 has been 
steady and satisfactory and such as you might expect when under 
the control of an efficient and experienced teacher as Miss Knowl- 
ton. 


In the school at George’s Mills a change was made at the close 
of the fall term and we are fortunate in having a master, who is 
teaching consistently and ably. By arrangements concluded with 
him that school will be in session, except for one week, until early 
in May. This will give to that section thirty-two weeks of school. 


In the schools at the centre where, by far, the largest number 
of pupils attend there are ten grades. 

Advanced arithmetic, book-keeping, algebra, modern and 
ancient history and physical geography are being taken by the 
advanced classes. I ask your attention to the point of further 
developement in that direction. 


If an additional year’s work was provided in the home school, 
would not more pupils take advantage of it than if obliged to go 
away to school at their age? On the other hand we must remember 
the advantages gained by association with other pupils in a larger 
school. 


Before we can add a year’s work we must be sure that the 
retention of pupils for any further advanced work does not entail 
a hardship upon those about to enter during the next year or the 
proper classification of those pupils already in school. An approx- 
imate estimate, sufficiently accurate for working purposes might 
be ascertained by a canvass of the district. At present I only 
ask for your consideration of this point.

In any event the pupils of the highest grade in preparation 
and personality will be a decided acquisition to any school they 
may elect to attend. Without going into details [ have endeavored 
to present those greater subjects connected with the education of 
the pupils, fully satisfied that you will arrive at a result, which 
tends towards progress and in a financial way will be in harmony 
with the other departments of the Town.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


A few cases of measles, in mild form, is the only contageous 
disease with which we have had to contend during the year past. 


There has been two deathsfrom tuberculosis which are not quar- 
antined cases but the State Board of Health require that in homes 
where such sickness exists there shall be diffused such literature 
as will be beneficial to the family in caring for the disease, if death 
follows, the law requires that the home shall be thoroughly disin- 
fected according to instructions given by the State Board. If any 
of our residents have reason to suspect that. the disease exists in 
in their home they can obtain free literature on “The restrictions 
and prevention of tuberculosis” from the Secretary of this board. 
The’same is true of all other contageous diseases. 

We believe that there should be a sewerage system on the 
West and East shore of the harbor, for the protection of our public 
water supply, and all abutters could then be made to enter ata 
rental which we believe would pay the interest on the cost of 
a building. 

Individual sewerage systems are good but are inadequate 
about the harbor to fulfill the required results. 

We would like to see something done about our Grammar 
School building, the land is low and. malarious-and for no other 
reason than from a sanitary point of view should be filled up.

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CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT 


OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In submitting my annual report of the Fire Department will 
say that there is not much change from last year. The property of 
the Department belonging to the town is in good condition, there 
has been a few repairs necessary during the year, also a new fire 
station has been built at George’s Mills, which puts that part of 
the town in much better condition to care for the apparatus that 
has been put there. There is a combinative Hose & Ladder Co,. 
of fifteen men there and with afew more necessary implements 
for fire fighting, are in good condition to cope with any fire which 
might visit them. 

The property used and occupied by the department consists of 
three houses, three fire pumps, three hose wagons, three sleds, hook 
and ladder truck, about 150 ft. of ladder, about 3000 ft. of lined 
and unlined hose, some of which is old and would probably cause 
trouble should it be put to a hard test under the pressure of our 
hydrant system, sixty oil skin coats and hats, two “Pony” chemi- 
cal fire extinguishers, etc. 

The past year has been a fortunate one in regard to fire, there 
has been only two alarms during the year, one for a grass fire near 
the house of Mrs. Nellie Young’s, which looked to be rather serious 
but by prompt action of the department and neighbors no damage 
resulted. The second alarm was a needless one from the “lower 
village” but the department answered promptly, showing that they 
are ready for anything when the alarm is sounded. 
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The department as well as the town met a great loss in the 
death of Asst. Engineer O. T. Colby, of George’s Mills. He took 
much interest in the department in that part of the town and had 
charge of the building of the new fire station.
